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Applicant's argument have been fully considered and they have been found not persuasive. On page 2 of the remarks, applicant argues 
that the claimed switch causes the claimed exchange to disconnect a call made as a voice call via a first trunk and "release this first 
trunk before reoriginating the call as a voice call over the PSTN". On one hand, the claims recite "the switch control part causes the 
exchange to disconnect" and "the re-originating control part then causes the exchange to re-originate a call". However, the claim does 
not specifically recite the claimed limitation of the claimed exchange "release this first trun k before reoriginating the call". Therefore, it 
appears that applicant is reading into the claim's language by arguing a feature that is not recited in the claim. 

On the other hand, connection and disconnection in both Farris and the claimed invention occur so rapidly in order to keep the 
conversation going without interruption . In a very rapid switching mechanism (connecting/disconnecting), connecting or disconnecting 
followed by an immediate disconnecting or connecting is almost the same. That is, one may disconnect first and then connect or connect 
first and then disconnect.
